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DEDICATION 


“Instit  1848 — Reconstit  1867.”  The  words  inscribed  in  the 
college  are  descriptive  of  Muhlenberg — “Founded  1848 — 
Refounded  1867.” 

Originally  the  Allentown  Seminary  and  Academy,  the  small  Allen- 
town college  was  named  in  the  honor  of  Henry  Melchior  Muhlen- 
berg, the  Lutheran  patriarch.  From  its  small  downtown  location,  the 
college  has  expanded.  Today  there  are  twenty-seven  buildings  on  the 
seventy-five  acre  campus.  It  is  just  one  hundred  years  after  the  re- 
founding of  Muhlenberg  College. 

Long  after  we  have  left  the  campus,  a part  of  Muhlenberg  College 
will  remain  with  us.  It  is  perhaps,  at  first  a tangible  reminder  of  the 
college  which  will  remain.  Some  notebooks,  an  alma  mater,  a 
memory  of  the  lovely  blossoms  which  announce  spring  to  the  campus 
— these  may  at  first  be  most  vivid  in  our  memories. 

Later  it  will  become  the  spirit  of  Muhlenberg  which  will  predomi- 
nate in  our  reminisences.  The  ideas  which  are  Muhlenberg,  the  unre- 
mitting forces  of  Muhlenberg  forced  us  to  become  involved  in  life 
and  people. 
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All  too  often  the  pattern  of  our  daily  life  at  Muhlenberg  has  been  merely 
accepted  as  an  automated  existence.  Study,  eat,  study.  These  comprise  much 
of  our  four  years.  We  shuffle  slowly  between  the  library  and  the  classroom, 
hoping  the  professor  will  be  more  than  ten  minutes  late.  Often  we  fail  to  see  the 
beauty  which  is  the  Muhlenberg  campus.  We  miss  the  personality  of  the  campus. 
We  miss  the  people  who  make  the  buildings  more  than  cold,  stark  upcroppings 
against  the  grayed  winter  skies. 

To  know  Muhlenberg  you  must  look  for  it  and  you  must  look  at  it.  You  must  be 
able  to  see  the  blending  of  the  personalities  of  the  students  as  they  confront  one 
another  in  their  classrooms;  you  must  place  these  in  their  context  which  is  Muhlen- 
berg College.  All  of  these  things  make  Muhlenberg  what  it  is  to  each  of  us. 

Indeed,  after  we  have  passed  from  the  campus  we  will  have  come  to  realize 
much  about  ourselves  and  about  life.  We  have  grown  at  Muhlenberg.  In  only  four 
years  we  have  come  to  realize  where  we  stand  with  the  world.  We  have  been  able 
to  find  our  place  in  the  future  because  we  have  learned.  It  is  to  Muhlenberg 
College  that  this  book  is  dedicated.

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The  1966-67  Muhlenberg  College  Athletic  Program  had  its  share  of  good  and 
bad  bounces,  but  anyone  who  has  been  following  sports  closely  will  have  to  ac- 
knowledge that  a wise  decision  was  made  a few  years  ago.  Not  enjoying  the  im- 
mediate success  expected  of  it,  the  athletic  program,  coaches,  and  participants 
have  taken  the  full  brunt  of  the  attack. 

This  year,  however,  we  have  seen  a resurgence  in  not  only  the  football  team,  but 
also  the  splendid  success  of  both  the  basketball  and  baseball  teams.  The  reason  for 
the  success  was  the  students.  Hard  work  by  everyone  interested  has  brought  to 
Muhlenberg  able  athletes  whose  academic  standing  is  not  below  par.  Men  such  as 
Mark  Hastie,  Mickey  Miller,  and  Ned  Rahn  have  contributed  and  will  continue  to 
contribute  to  Muhlenberg,  not  purely  in  the  field  of  athletics  but  also  in  the 
instilling  of  a new  pride  in  Muhlenberg. 

This  year  we  have  noted  the  successes  of  the  aforementioned  teams  and  the 
failures  of  some  of  the  others.  These  failures  we  can  explain  in  two  words — no 
support.  No  longer  is  it  necessary  for  Mule  teams  to  go  without  a victory  for  an 
entire  season  if  solid  support  is  offered  by  the  students. 

This  year  we  have  lost  two  of  the  finest  young  coaches  in  the  East — Charles 
Kuntzleman  and  Lee  Hill.  Their  presence  will  surely  be  missed.  But  as  they  are 
fully  aware  of — a coach  can  only  do  as  much  as  his  team  wants  to  do.  It  is  time 
we  started  doing  something. 
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On  October  8,  1966,  Johnson’s  proposal  for  the  reduction  of  armed  forces  in 
Europe  was  approved,  Baltimore  won  its  third  game  of  the  series  by  a 1-0  score, 
the  discovery  of  another  Rubens  painting  was  announced,  and  Muhlenberg  cap- 
tured the  first  of  its  two  football  victories  of  the  season. 

But  that  was  on  October  8.  Living  up  to  all  expectations,  the  gridmen  began  the 
season  with  a 26-6  loss  to  Upsala.  The  game  quickly  exposed  what  were  obviously 
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Muhlenberg’s  major  problem — lack  of 
size  and  experience.  Consequently,  the 
most  important  problem  was  a lack  of 
points. 

The  squad  quickly  slipped  to  the  nadir 
of  their  season,  tying  Ursinus  0-0.  This 
left  the  college  community  in  a state  of 
shock.  All  wondered  if  ’Berg  would  win  a 
game. 

Fortunately,  the  news  of  our  limita- 
tions reached  P.M.C.  and  the  Cadets 
came  to  Allentown  with  the  game  “al- 
ready won.”  Displaying  their  finest 
efforts,  “W  h i s p e 1 1 ’s  Wunderkinds,” 
backed  by  an  overflowing  Epsy  Day 
crowd,  tallied  a season’s  high  of  28 
points  while  playing  the  most  notable 
game  of  the  year. 

Yet  with  this  victory  came  numerous 
injuries.  Added  to  our  lack  of  size  and 
experience  these  became  a factor  in  our 
successive  losses  to  Lebanon  Valley, 
Dickinson,  Swarthmore,  and  Lycoming. 

Finally  displaying  the  individual  talent 
which  it  was  billed  as  having,  the  team 
got  back  on  the  winning  track  with  a 10- 
7 victory  over  F.  & M.  Kerry  Geisinger 
led  the  individual  efforts  with  a 40  yard, 
intercepted  pass  for  the  touchdown.  Then 
Lee  Berry  kicked  the  first  ’Berg  field  goal 
in  six  years. 

A 14-7  loss  to  Moravian  capped  the 
season.
